Grass Lake school district will have 
a new school building by the fall. of 
1047, if plans of tlie school board 
there mature. First hurdle in the 
plan -was passed last Saturday when 
171 TOters of tlic district cast ballots 
on several propositions relative to 
the improvement. 

In the first of the propositions 
voters wore asked to select a site 
for the new school. Several sites were 
put before them with property own- 
ed by Mrs. Bessie Triegcr getting 
the nod by polling 51 votes. Thirty- 
seven ballots were marked in favor 
of accepting a gift of five acres from 
John Lucas, and 45 were polled in 
favor of purchasing the Manz proper- 
ty, adjacent to the school. 

Other propositions before the voters 
included one to authorize 'the board 
to purchase the site chosen, and this 
was carried 121 to 4G. The 
proposition empowering the board to 
build a new building in which to 
house the school was also carried by 
a vote of 130 for and 32 against. 

The bond issue proposition, which 
will furnish the money for all the 
labovc, was carried by a smaller mar- 
gin (122 for and 40 against) indicat- 
ing that some of the voters of the 
district wished to have the new site 
and the now building, but were un- 
willing to have the bonds issued to 
supply the necessarj" funds. 

Plans for the new school will be 
made within the next few months 
and bids for. the construction will bo 
sought. Tentative plans for the build- 
ing call for the erection of a building 
to contain three classrooms and an 
auditorium. It is hoped that the ac- 
tual constniction can be started in 
tlie fall of 1947.

Dr. Pettor's talk was very interest- 
ing, in that it gave an over-all picture 
of the strides taken to eliminate pre- 
valence of the disease In Lake 
county. He said that one death every 
eight minutes Is caused by 'the 
disease, and commented on tlic speed 
with which prevalence of the disease 
was wiped out in cattle, expressing 
the hope that 'the same efficiency 
could be obtained In combating the 
disease in ihumans, once enough in- 
terest could be stimulated in It.

expense of the customer, we follow a shortsighted policy 
that has only one iwssible result — failure. 

"Therefore, it is ridiculous to assume that the 
retailers and the consumers are on opposite sides of the 
fence in the matter of price and commodity control. We 
are on the same side of the fence, and.....you will find 
every good merchant looking out for the consumer's in- 
terest because that is also in his own best interest." 



Check This One 

In its annual report submitted to Congress, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority says: "The War Depart- 
ment revealed that the ability of the TVA to supply 
abundant electric power w.ns the major factor in locating 
one of the largest atomic energy plants at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn." 

In a review of the entire Clinton project at Oak 
Ridge in the December 13 issue of Engineering News- 
Record, the statement is made that in the heart of the 
TVA region the Army constructed a 238,000 kilowatt 
coal-burning electric generating plant at a cost of $34,- 
000,000 to insure rcll.ibilUy of service at Oak Ridge. 

If this means anything, it means the Army 
couldn't depend on TVA's hydroelectric power, but had 
to fall back on the old reliable— power generated by 
steam made from coal. 

Maybe this is an example of the basis for some 
of the other extravagant claims made for TVA over the 
years— grabbing credit to which others are entitled.- 
The West Virginian, Fairmont, W. Va. 

Courage and Intelligence 

If the farmer sat down on liis broken plow and 
refused to till his fields, or if he sat down on his har- 
vesting ctiuipmcnt and refused to gather his crop, the 
result would be- no different than when men in industry 
stop production.

Solving protilcms like advIsinK one 
veteran how lo go about obtaining 
passage for his fiancee from Scotland 
to the United States, or providing 
hospitalization for another who was 
found "camping on the door-step" arc 
nil in the day's work of the Ninth 
Naval Distrlot Civil neadjiislmont Of- 
fice, whoso big Job Is offering assist- 
ance lo Midwest Navy veterans re- 
turning to civilian life. 

The office, located at 844 N. Rush 
street, Chicago, keeps lab on every 
veteran discharged In the Ninth Nav- 
al District, the nation's largest, and 
handles thousands of queries weekly, 
according to Comdr. Frederick Stack- 
er, USNIt, who is in charge of the of- 
flee. 

^luch as he wanted to smooth the 
•path of young love, the readjustment 
officer was unable to offer much en- 
couragement to the veteran who Is 
waiting impatiently for his Scotch 
Lassie lo join him. He was advised 
that it will be necessary lo place her 
on a quota for entry into the United 
States, after he furnished her a copy 
of his discharge, proof of citizenship, 
letter of in Icntion lo wod, and an 
affadavit of support. Only then can 
she be placed on the long waiting U&t 
for the quota. 

An ailing veteran In Otluma, Iowa, 
lost no time In taking the Civil Re- 
adjustment Office at its word, after 
receiving a routine letter sent to all 
dischargees explaining services offer- 
ed by the organization. He got out of 
a sick bod, hitch-hiked to Chicago, 
ond was found waiting one morning 
outside the office when It opened, 
armed with the letter. He was placed 
in a veteran's hospital and Is now re- 
ceiving proper treatment. 

The wife of another veteran wrote 
in demanding to know why her hus- 
band had not been awarded the Navy 
Good Conduct Medal, since as far as 
she was concerned, his conduct al- 
ways had l>ecn exemplary. Investiga- 
tion by the readjustment office dis- 
closed that 'there was a court martial 
in his service record, automatically 
disqualifying him. 

According to Commander Sleeker, 
the Civil Readjustment Office esta- 
blishes first contact with veterans, 
through receipt of a copy of the No- 
tice of Separation from the Naval 
Sen,'ice, which is Lssuod to each dis- 
chargee. Within 30 days after his dis- 
charge, the veteran receives a letter 
from the ReadjOslnient Office, ex- 
plaining iLs purpose, and detailing 
ser\'ices offered. 

The organization acts directly on 
cases wherever possible, and where 
problems are involved which are out- 
side its jurisdiction refers the vet- 
eran lo the proper agency. 

It's the Navy's M*ay of saying that 
although the veteran is gone from 
the ser\'ice, he's not forgotten.

110 Times Total 

of March 1945 



News of the 
Boys in Service 




Readjustment allowance payments 
were made lo 110,675 unemployed 
war veterans during March, Director 
of Ivabor Robert L. Gordon reported 
today. This high record is practically 
110 times the 1,007 veterans who re- 
ceived 01 benefits in March of 1945. 

"Unemployment benefits under the 
GI Bill totaled $7,958,056 la.st month, 
compared with $788,463 In March a 
year ago," Director Gordon said. 
"I fere, loo, last year's figures have 
been multiplied more than ■a hundred 
fold. While the 1,007 veterans who 
received readjustment allowance In 
March 1&45 were less than 1 per cent 
of the 115,000 discharged up to that 
time, the 110,675 who received job- 
less benefits last month represent ap- 
proximately 18 per cent of the esti- 
mated 600,000 lUinoIsans discharged 
to date. 

Job Situation Reversed 

"Most of those veterans discharged 
up to a year ago, when the war was 
in full swing, were released because 
of illness or disability," Gordon point- 
ed out, "Either they were able lo 
find suitable work in war plants or 
were in need of medical or surgical 
care. Employment was available for 
ail able to work. The situation today 
is reversed, as able-bodied veterans 
in huge numbers have been discharg- 
ed into a field where a large labor 
surplus prevails. 

"During Ia.st month. 774 self-em- 
ployed veterans received S90.84B, 
compared with 19 who drew self-em- 
ployment benefits of S2,148 in March 
a year ago." the Director added.

Northwestern Expert 
Advises Postponement 

of Veteran's Bonus 



The payment of a government bon- 
us to veterans should not be made at 
this time, but should be postponed 
until wo have attained greater pro- 
duction, Harry Guthmann, professor 
of finance at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, said today. 

"Whatever one's views on the sold- 
iers' bonus, it would appear the height 
of unwisdom to pay it at a time when 
the supply of spendable cash far ex- 
ceeds the amount of available goods," 
he said. "Such a large di.^bursemenl 
should be made when business condi- 
tions are bad and the cash would 
mean maximum benefit to the sold- 
iers and the community." 

Ho said in an inter\*io\v that pay- 
ment now would increase inflation. 

To stabilize business and curb in- 
flation, he recommended: 

1. Continued price controls. 

2. High taxes and less governmcni 
spending. 

3. Rapid release of government sur- 
plus goods. 

4. Sounder federal home loans. 

5. A shrinkage of the war-inflatod 
volume of bank deposits by selling 
the government's obligations to 
s,ivings institutions and individual 
savers. 

"Price controls should be retained 
to minimize the danger of a short ex- 
'plosive inflation as In 191&-20," he 
said, "But they should bo» dropped 
as rapidly as shortages disappear In 
any given field. The danger of slowly 
tapering off controls lies In an over 
zealous attempt .to protect the con- 
sumer to the point where price in- 
creases arc granted so tardily as to 
restrict production. 

"Production alone will not stop in- 
flation and counteraot all unsound 
government finance but It will re- 
duce the hazards." 

He said that prices will continue to 
rise gradually, despite controls, be- 
cause of large increases of currency 
and bank deposits that grew out of 
failure to finance the war by taxa- 
tion and savings. "The very fact that 
nrliflclal price controls were more 
successful in this war than the last 
one means that postwar prices have 
that much higher to rise than be- 
fore," ho stated. * 

""The temptation to cut taxes in an 
election year Is groat," he said. "But 
the time to balance the budget and 
reduce debt is when business is ac- 
tive and inflation threatens.
